The Work and the Work- 
men. 



CLai'los Gavin Duffy and Thomas 
B'Arcy McGeo aro names that will 
jive on in British Colonial history. As 
early as 1840 tho former editod the 
Belfast "Vindicator" with so much 
ability as to attract tho attention of 
O'Connell, by whom ho was induced 
to establish tho "Nation," a'_fainous Iio- 
peal newspaper published in Dublin. 
But Dully was not alone. Tho Protes- 
tant Davis and tho Catholic McGoe, 
tho Presbyterian Clotilda, and tho Uni- 
tarian Mitchell, were all rallied to the 
standard of the "Nation" by tho great 
Dully , and, through tho ability and 
daring of their writings, drew upon 
themselves tho attention of tho world 
— and something more! Duffy's career 
is full of startling incident. In Octo- 
ber, 1843, he, with O'Connell and six 
others, stood indicted for conspiracy; 
in the following May he was sentenced 
to nine mouths' imprisonment; three 
months later he was liberated by order 
of the House of Lords. In 38-16 ho 
separated from O'Connell and formed 
the celebrated "Young Ireland" party, 
which, two years later, made an abor- 
tive attempt at revolution, resulting in 
the transportation of Smith O'Brien 
and Meagher, together with many others 
Dully stood 105 days in tho felon's dock 
in Green street, Dublin; but the Gov- 
ernment did not succeed in obtaining 
a conviction. In 1852 we find him 
pitting in the British Parliament, hav- 
ing been triumphantly returned for 
New Ross. Honorable and consistent, 
although ultramontane in his political 
views, Duffy won tho respect of many 
able men. Amongst those who acted 
with him was Keogh, the Irish Judge 
who recently won so much notoriety. 
These formed a party known as "Inde- 
pendent Opposition."^. Keogh, how- 
over broke his party vow "never so 
help me God" to take oilice till the 
Govorment made Cabinet questions of 
the measures deemed necessary for 
Ireland's welfare, accepting the office 
of Solicitor General from Lord Aber- 
doen in 1854. So disgusted did Duffy 
become at this defection that ho left 
for Australia, where, on his arrival, lie 
was presented by bis admirers with 
property enough to qualify him for a 
seat in tho Legislature of the Colony. 
It was not long before he became 
Minister of Lands and Works, and 
the justly celebrated Land Code of 
Australia attests his legislative ability. 
In 1865 Dully visited his old haunts iu 
his native land and was entertained 
at a public banquet in Dublin by some 
live hundred gentlemen, including 
thirty members- of Parliament. Re- 
turning to Victoria early in the follow- 
ingyear, ho resumed his public duties. 
Rising to the position of Premier of 
the great Colony of Victoria, he recent- 
ly inaugurated a largo and statesman- 
like scheme having for its object the 
Confederation of all tho Australian 
Colonies; and although this grand 
movement has received a momentary 
check through the defeat of Mr. Duffy, 
caused by tho unconstitutional con- 
duct of the Governor, yet the irrepres- 
sible Dully will soon be restored to his 
rightful position, and will be permitted 
to carry the great scheme to comple- 
tion. It is an interesting coincidence 
that one of Thomas D'Arcy McGee's 
very first acts, on arriving in G.nada, 
was to establish a jor nal called "The 
New Era," the primary object of which 
was to advocate! ,e po'icy of a Union 
of the British North American Provin- 
ces. And we know how faithfully and 
how earnestly he pursued Lhat lauda- 
ble object, until stricken down in the 
midst of his patriotic work by the 
hand of a cowardly assassin — because 
he dared to rise above contemptible 
bigotry. How very strange that these 
two coin patriots, once engaged in a fool- 
ish attempt to pull to p'ecos the old 
Empire, should have bee j permitted, 
each at the antipodes of the other, to 
act a prominent part in building up tho 
Colonial Empire. 



What's Up? 



The throe Emperors, the three mas- 
ters of Eastern and Central Europe, 
have, as the reader will be aware, 
been hobnobbing af Berlin. Under all 
the circumstances, it is scarcely sur- 
prising that civilization should rax its 
rieck and ask "What's up V" What's 
up, indeed! ft run hardly be believed 
that these great monarchs have come 
together merely for friendly gossip. 
They are not in the habit of doing that 
sort of thing. And, besides, the bent 
of their ambition is too widely diverg- 
ent to justify siieh a conclusion. Nor 
can it well be supposed that they have 
merely sought plcusureand relaxation, 
rest from tho weight of their crowns; 
for Hurt were better attained apart at 
Ems, and Nice, and [schl. No. The 
coming togother of these great men 
'•menus business." This nob ble mid 
portentous meeting eoncernsgravo af- 
fairs) of State. Leaving the wiseacres 
of the Old World to spell out the busi- 
ness for which these three gentleman 
have met at Berlin, it occurs to us to 
ask, and what about John Bull ? Is 
ho waiting patiently for the "Battle of 
Dorking?" U requires no great pro- 
Bcieirce to see that this meeting on tho 
banks of the Spree more or less directly 
concerns his right of way in the East. 
Let us invite his attention to the West, 
whore ho powaosscB, through territory 



which none may dispute, a right of 
way, a highway between tho Orient 
and tho Occident, incomparably 
superior to any of the old ways. 
Let him expend but a little of tho 
money and attention upon it which 
havo boon squandered upon othors, 
and ho can afford to fold his arms and 
leare tho fate of Turkey and Egypt in 
other hands. Let him mako prompt 
and manly uso of tho "True North 
West Passage," and ho will havo 
nothing to fear, nothing to covot in 
all the ambitious schomos of Empire 
that may be hatching at Borlin. Tho 
incident which is at this momont excit- 
ixig so much curiosity and speculation, 
ought to havo the effect of loading him 
to consider tho urgency and realizo tho 
importance of making himself in a man- 
nerindependont of continental intriguo 
and complications by pushing on tho 
work of Empire in tho West and es- 
tablishing a lino of communication 
through North America which will se- 
cure to him more surely than Meets tho 
tho supremacy of the soas and tho 
•trade of the Orient; and which will, at 
the samo time create a second, even a 
"Creator Britain" on this continont. 
Lot tho nionoy now squandered in 
nursing pauperism at homo bo judici- 
ously employed in a largo, national 
scheme for transferring the surplus 
population of tho old Empire into tho 
virgin soil of the new; let tho money 
hitherto spent in propping up sick and 
crumbling dynasties on tho continent 
of Europo and on sentimental ideas in 
Asia and Africa be applied to the more 
practical work of establishing great 
lines of communication across tho two 
oceans and a continent, and 
ho will no longer need to 
trouble himself about plotting potent- 
ates. John Bull has got too much in 
the habit of attending to tho affairs and 
interests of others, sometimes to tho 
neglect of his own. Charity should 
begin at homo. His first duty is to his 
own people. Let the overcrowded 
millions of England bo cared for first; 
and then it will bo time enough to send 
money and soldiers to redress tho often 
imaginary grievances of the subjects of 
othors. 



Fatal Sport. 

[From the LouiKVillo Courier-Journal.] 

Mr. William Garrett, conductor on 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chi- 
cago Railroad, gives tho following par- 
ticulars of a terriblo Occident at Put- 
nam County, and.: On Wednesday last 
two small boys, sons of a farmer 
named Snowden, who resides one mile 
from Bainbridge, Putnam County, aged 
respectively seven and nine years, 
started to the woods to drive up the 
cows. The oldest of the boys carried a 
whip with a long and strong lash. A 
childish freak prompted him to take 
the whip-lash and make one end fast 
to tho cow's tail and tie tho other end 
around his younger brother's body. 
After securing his brother in this man- 
ner he drove the cow forward. The 
animal becoming frightened, started to 
run, throwing the little fellow to tho 
ground. This increased her fright, 
and she dashed through tho woods at 
a fearful rate, the child's head and 
body striking all intervening objects. 
A gentleman who chanced to be near 
and witnessed part of the scene started 
to rescue, if possible, the little follow 
from his perilous position. Before 
reaching him tho whip-lash broke, 
leaving tho child's head near the foot 
of a tree. Upon examination it was 
found that he was bruised and mang- 
led in a horrible manner, from being 
dragged over 150 yards. Tho dead 
body was taken to tho residence of his 
father, and upon its arrival caused the 
most intense grief to the parents. 



India Rubber Trees, it is stated, oc- 
cupy .a belt of land around the globe 
for live hundred miles south of the equa- 
tor. These trees yield on an average 
three tablespoonsfuls of sap a day, and 
can bo tapped for twenty successive 
seasons. They stand so close to each 
other that one man can gathr tho sap 
from eight trees. In a tract of country 
thirty miles long and eight miles wide, 
there have been forty-three thousand 
India rubber trees counted. In Europe 
and tho United States thero are one 
hundred and fifty manufactories of In- 
dia rubber goods, employing five hun- 
dred operatives each, and consuming 
over ten million pounds of gum every 
year. 

Count Moltke on the Late Wae. — 
Count Von Moltke's work on tho Franco- 
German waa has partly seen tho light. 
The first section, just published, co tains 
200 pages of text, with a map showing 
the positions of tho armies at tho end 
of July; and it gives a detailed account 
of all the events af the campaign to the 
JSlst of that month inclusive. It is divi- 
ded into four chapters — one introduc- 
tory, one devoted to tho marches and 
combinations of tho French army, a 
third to those of tho Gorman armies, 
and the fourth to the maritime events. 

An Italian journal," La Gazzetto di 
Gonova," notices the great increase of 
Italian immigration to America. During 
the month of June there embarked from 
the port of Genoa alone over 1,500 
persons, a majority of whom camo from 
the provinces. Another journal states 
that 7,548 passports for America wore 
given out in tho province of Belluno 
between January and June. The im- 
migrants aro mostly laboring men, 
mechanics, artisans and small farmers.

The 
loaf then suddenly stopped and sunk and 
panic to the surface again, and with it the 
dead body, The men who narrated this 
remarkable story are Vincino Morini and 
Franciseo do Luoa, 'J'lioy are well known 
to our Italian population, Tho story was 
substantiated by others."

Tho fact is, it would bo far 
better if thero were two schools in opera- 
tion so that one may bo devoted to those 
requiring primary instruction and the 
other school to the teaching of those 
more advanced— better, in tho first place, 
for the health of tho children, and moro 
especially as to facilities for instruction. 

The New Bridges.— Communication is 
now had with Escrnirnalt by tho road 
around Mr. Finlayson's residenco ar.d 
Webster's tannery, by moans of which 
Rock Bay road is reached and the new- 
bridge over t he arm crossed. The piling 
on Rock Bay bvidge is about half done, 
and the structure will be finished in two 
weeks' time. Tl o arm bridge is provided 
with six "turnouts," in which foot passen- 
gers may tako refuge when cattlo or a 
number of vehicles aro crossing.

The Happy Issue.— In our telegrap.

Arbival of the "St. Mary's." — The 
U. S. (sailing) sloop-of-war St. Marys, 
10 guns, Capt. Pope, 42 days from Hono- 
lulu, via Kodiac and Sitka, arrived in Es- 
quimau harbor yesterday afternoon. Tho 
St. Marys was detained to survey in tho 
vicinity of Kodiac, but owing to thick 
weather she was compelled to abandon 
that part of her mission and is now on 
route to San Francisco. Officers and crow 
all well.

Tlie Cruise of tho "Rose." 

Graphic Account of Her Adventures in 
tho Very Far North. 

[Concluded.] 

It was noticed that Peter was very anxi- 
ous (hiring our movements to get away. 
In hoisting the anchor he would not ex- 
pose his figure above the bulwarks, and 
when we got beyond the reach of the In- 
dians he whooped and shouted as loud as 
ho could. The pilot, who had visited 
these Indians before, was quite uneasy. 
To protect his clootchman he made her 
lie down and he put up between her and 
tho side of the steamer a large pile of 
wood. This clootchman belonged to Sitka, 
and she made herself scarce while lying 
in Port Frederick, fearing she would bo 
taken and made a slave. We all were 
greatly rejoiced to get away from Port 
Frederick and the Indians. 

In the morning we examined our can- 
non and found a lot of fresh clams in it. 
By noon of the samo day we were at an- 
chor in the harbor of Kantzneau, where 
wo commenced laying in a supply of wood 
and water. Kantzneau is directly oppo- 
site the mouth of Pearl Straits. There 
aro about 450 Indians here. Formerly 
they were very troublesome, but are now 
docile and tame. The next morning early 
we sailed for Sitka, where we arrived the 
afternoon of tho same day, a distance of 
90 miles, and having to contend with 
strong head wind and tide. Meeting 
Major Allen the following morning, I 
related to him tho doings and actions of 
the Port Frederick Indians and the came 
of the same. He expressed a wish of 
having facilities to visit and give them a 
lesson, but there is nothing here under 
his control but a little sloop belonging to 
the Quarter-master's Department The 
only protection the Major can give Amer- 
ican citizens is immediately in and around 
Sitka. 

Tho Collector was informed about tho 
canoes loaded with foreign goods which 
were at Ork, and bound for Tnrooo and 
Chilcat, but he had not means to intercept 
them, and is altogether powerless in pre- 
venting foreign goods coming into the 
Territory except at Sitka. Tho revenue 
ontter Reliance is lying here at anchor, 
and we are told has moved only once for 
moro than a year, only as the wind and 
tide may swing her. We offered to char- 
ter the Rose both to Major Allen and the 
Collector, but they said they could not 
do it until authorized by the Government. 
If wo had been so unfortunate as to have 
been taken by the Port Frederick Indians, 
we might have been detained until some 
power, other than that in Sitka, had come 
to our relief. But bad the officials done 
their duty in tho case of tho Sitka Indian 
shooting at the sentinel, — taken and shot 
him, — we should have had no trouble at 
Port Frederick. The I ndian is now in tho 
Indian village, but has boon forbidden to 
come into tho town. Tho way tho Port 
Fpod,QVtok Indians were wounded was 
in tho confusion that resulted from 
the shooting of the sentinel. 

I can describe this part of the coast no 
better than to say its bays, islands, inlets 
and harbors are much the sumo as from 
Capo FlftMovy north. The mountains 
west of tills are higher, and we see mure 
snow, The mountains, hills, valleys, as 
well as all the islands, are covered with 
denso forests; most all the mountain peaks 
are bare of vegetation. 

1 have aeon some of the wonders of 
nature ; the hot springs about 15 miles 
above this place are among them. One 
of tho springs is said to contain sulphur, 
iron and magnesia ; the. water is scalding 
hot, and will boll an egg in a tow minutes. 
In the vicinity of this are three other 
springs, ono of pure soda, tho other mag- 
nesia, both very hot, and near by a spring 
of as cold, pure water as was ever found. 
Wo also wont to tho Redoubt, famed as 
a fishing place. The salmon we saw thero 
in traps and making efforts to get over 
the rapids wore numberless, —enough to 
food an army of 100,000 men for a week. 
Tho abundance and variety of berries in 
this section of country is astonishing, and 
they aro very line. Nature soems to havo 
provided for tho Indians in this section 
of the world in abundance. 

The weather has much disappointed us. 
We have had very littlo rain or cloudy 
weather, and I really believe it is much 
warmer hero than at Victoria. On the 
10th of this month I dined with tho Col- 
lector of the port, and to my iistMnishiuent 
hp had llui table gaod-sized now pqta- 
l.bes raisnd in a garden in Sitku. 

Sitka, 15th August, 
Since my last wirting we have hud three 
days qf foggy weather, and the sky has 
boon overcast. All have now disappeared 
ana it is bright eunehiuo Rod. warm, 



Yesterday I wont to tho Indian rancho- 
rio to seo tho burning of a dead Indian. 
Thero wero several white spectators, 
among them tho physician who had been 
attending tho Indian. As preparations 
were buing made for tho occasion ono old 
Indian, pointing to the doctor, said, "The 
Indian was sick, took tho wdiito man's 
medicine and it killed him." The doctor 
turned pale and soon loft for safer quar- 
,tors. The dead Indian was wrapped up 
in his blankets, his head drawn down to 
his kneos, and ho was put into a place 
built up of dry wood like a log house. 
Then all his blankets, goods and iktas 
wero put upon tho pilo, dry wood thrown 
on top, and tho lire lightod underneath. 
In tho meantime tho Indians present be- 
gan singing a doleful song, beating upon 
boards and keeping timo, whilo tho 
squaws around woro crying and making 
a hideous noiso. As soon as tho blankets 
and iktas wore burned and tho firo got to 
tho flesh, a puff of wind sont tho smoke 
among us, and there was a commotion to 
get away I 

Thoro are about ono thousand Indians 
making their homo adjoining the town of 
Sitka, and I do not think there aro moro 
than i',50 adult males among the number. 
Sitka, however, Is visited by all'the tribes 
for 200 or 300 miles around; and at times 
thero may be 500 fighting men present. 
So far as I have seen they have conducted 
themselves very well. All tho Indians 
north of Stiokcen speak one language— a 
few can talk Chinook, a few the Russian. 
We aro anchored immediately opposite 
tho Indian rancherio. Wo can count G'2 
largo houses, somo of which aro very sub- 
stantial and well built. One of the phy- 
sicians of tho Fort, who is an Irish gen- 
tleman, and who, with myself, had the 
curiosity to go through tho rancherio, 
told mo they were much bettor provided 
for, and more comfortable, and appeared 
happier than tho poor of his native coun- 
try. 

At tho firing of a gun at Gin the evening 
the Indians have all to leave tho town.and 
aro only permitted to enter it again in the 
morning by the same signal at (J o'clock. 
A guard is placed at short distances all 
around the place, during both day and 
night. 

There is nothing very interesting about 
Sitka. In front of it aro innumerable 
islands and rocks, bearing Russian names, 
most of which are perfect jaw-breakers. 
The harbor is a good ono in fino weather, 
but when it blows, everything lying in it 
has to be doubly secured, or be blown off 
on the rocks. There is only ono wharf 
here, and that is built on tho hull of an 
old vessel, which must soon crumble to 
peices. The appearance of tho town 
would indicate that it was onco nourish- 
ing. The stores, warehouses and dwell- 
ings aro built of logs, hewn down and 
firmly put together. The Church— Greek, 
of courso, — is an ancient building. It 
has a chimo of bolls. The faco of a large 
clock in the steeple looks down upon 
one, but they say tho hands have never 
moved since tho Americans bought tho 
territory without asking it on tick. 
There is scarcely any regularity in tho 
bouses,— one is here, another there, — just 
as trees grow in a forest. The walk on 
one. side of a street leading to Indian 
Creek is planked. Following the street 
nearly a half-mile you come to a lumber 
mill, turned by a water wheel, looking as 
ancient as the hill. Near the mill, by the 
way, is a rock of considerable size, tho 
upper Hurface boing very smooth, and its 
location slightly. It is called the "charm- 
ed rook." Doubtless lovers havo sat side 
by sido on this roek, and sighed and 
plighted their troth. It is a favoriio seat 
for the present Bishop, and almost every 
tine clay you can soo him enthroned on it, 
enjoying tho lino bracing air and the sur- 
rounding scenery. I noticed some char- 
acters out in tho roek with the figures 
1832. Tho houses in Sitka are looking 
rusty and dilapidated. Many are tenant- 
less and shabby. Yours, &c,
